Although many people think 
psoriasis is contagious it is n ot 
There is no danger from coming 
into contact with people with 
psoriasis.

W hat 
Oliver Wendell Holmes said is ap­ 
plicable here: “ We are all omni­ 
buses in which our ancestors ride: 
every now and then one of them 
sticks his head out and embar­ 
rasses us." 
Not that there need be anything 
em barrassing about psoriasis, al­ 
though many of its victims seem 
to think there is. It is unquestion­ 
ably an unsightly eruption. The 
sore of psoriasis is usually round 
or oval, varying from the size of a 
pea to the size of a coin, even to 
large patches covering extensive 
areaa of the body. Some of them 
are ringlike enclosing areas of 
normal appearing skin. 
They 
never form blisters and heal with­ 
out scarring. Nor does it itch in 
most instances, nor cause any con­ 
stitutional disturbance. 
It dis­ 
turbs the victim's peace of rn nd 
because it is so mysterious and 
unsightly. 
No Permanent Cere 
In 
location 
it often 
grows 
around the nail bed and often 
causes brittle, scaling nails. Fre­ 
quently in this location it is mis­ 
taken for ringworm, even by doc­ 
tors. 
Everyone who has it wants to 
know the cure. My mail always 
contains three or four letters a 
day from people who think I must 
be in on a secret that their own 
doctor doesn’t know. It is very 
flattering, but I do not know any 
secret. The writers of these let­ 
ters seem to think there must be a 
method of curing their affliction. 
It goes away leaving perfectly 
healthy skin whera before there 
was an eruption. It usually goes 
away in the summer, and the vic­ 


tim the first time or two thinks 
he is rid of it forever, but the next 
winter there it is sitting on the 
door step of the victim's peace of 
mind. 
While permanent cure is un­ 
realizable, ideal proper manage­ 
ment eau make the patient much 
more comfortable. It appears in 
an scute and a chronic form. In 
the chronic form bathing and re­ 
moval of the scales with a soft, 
bristled brush is indicated. Ap­ 
plications of medicine to the af­ 
fected skin areas are usually of 
an irritating kind and may have 
to be rubbed in very vigorously. 
Sunlight Helpful 
Natural sunlight is a good form 
of treatment. So is salt water 
bathing, so the person at the sea­ 
side has all the advantages. A 
complete suntan is curative in the 
limited sense that it may drive the 
disease away for several years. 
A diet rich in vegetables and 
low in proteins and fats is bene­ 
ficial in some cases. Large doses 
of vitamins, more than that which 
would under any ordinary circum­ 
stances be in the diet have also 
proved 
valuable 
in 
many 
In­ 
stances. Especially used are vi- 
tamins A, C and D. Large doses 
of Vitamin B or thiamine chloride 
in combination with a low fat diet 
have helped in preventing recur­ 
rences. 
All this seems very logical be­ 
cause when one sees a case of 
psoriasis one instinctively thinks 
that it must be of nutritional ori­ 
gin—perhaps from the endocrine 
or ductless glands.
